I would  like  to  send  the  following  language  to  the  CO  Ag  Stakeholder  listserv.  This  listserv  has 
representatives  from  most  CO  ag  associations,  as  well  as  individual  producers.  Senator  Bennet’s 
ag  representative,  Colorado  Department  of  Agrieulture  staff  and  leadership,  and  other  assorted 
individuals  who  work  on  ag  related  issues  in  Colorado. 


Region  8 hosts  meeting  between  this  group  and  ourselves  2 times  a year  as  part  of  long  standing 
agricultural  outreach  from  the  Region  with  the  agricultural  community.  We  had  one  of  those 
meeting  earlier  this  week  and  a few  associations  asked  for  additional  information  about  the  Gold 
Kind  Mine  response  so  that  they  can  make  sure  any  affected  members  in  the  spill  area  are  getting 
the  best  information.  I also  received  phone  call  from  the  Colorado  Farm  Bureau  letting  me  know 
their  members  have  questions  and  they  were  not  sure  where  to  send  them  to  get  answers.

While  I hope  that  most  of 
the  ag  producers  in  this  area  have  already  reached  out  for  support  it  is  possible  that  some  have 
not  and  we  want  to  make  sure  we  are  going  all  we  can  to  reach  those  affected.
